William Decker, indicted for murder 


after the fact, in connection with the 
shooting of Arthur Kellsm.at the Thomas 
House, in August, 1885, by John Seay, 
was ariested to-day on a capias by Con- 
stable Dillehunt. Decker, soon after his 
arrest, wag released on a 8200 bond, witn 
Dr. L. H. Clark BE security, and he left 
Deoatur and could not be found; the 
bond was declared forfeited, .Decker 
showed up in Deoatur last week. He is 
now in jail. The court will deal with 
him in June. John Seay, it will be re- 
membered, got out of the scrape with a 
fine of $50 for assault. KelJam has never 
been heard of since he got well. He did 
not appear against Seay. 


Assaulted. 


George Larry, formerly of the I, D, & 


8, road, this city, now freight agent for 
the Cairo Short Line road at East St. 
Louis, was assaulted Saturday night OB 
he was leaving his home. A man sprang 
out of the shadow of a building and hit 
him a vicious blow with brass knuckles, 
cutting through the brim of his hat and 
knocking him senseless to the ground. 
He will be confined to his bed for several 
days. George worked through the strike 
looking after the company's interest, and 
he was abused by the strikers. This is 
the first assault since the reduction of 
the military force at East St. Louis. 
Others are expected.

The One at Beacon Gone Dry—Ho Let Tip 


at Xjitctifivld after Four Years, 


W. B Whit taker, o" Macon, in the city 


this week, says the natural gas well on 
the Thomas Davis faim, has flickered out, 
and the bright hopes raised that Maoon 
streets and houtes might be lighted op 
in future by gas, are blighted—nipped in 
the bad. 
The well at Cerro Gordo 


still holds out, but interest in the dis- 
covery of natural gas in Central Illinois 
has n.t decreased in the least. Proba 
bly the most Eucoestful discovery of nat- 
ural gas in the west was made at Litch- 
field, 61 miles below Decatur on the St, 
Louis branch of the Wabash road. A 
correspondent 
writes, (hat in 1879 io 


sinking a coal shaft just outside the cor- 
porate limits of Litchfield, petroleum 
was disoovered. Two years passed be- 
fore steps were taken to work this find. 
In Septfmber, 1881, boring for oil devel- 
oped both oil and gas, the latter, howev- 
er, not in great force. In August, 1882, 
sinking an oil well, gas was liberated at 
the depth ol 650 feet. The fluid was 
conducted through piping to a height 
several feet above the top of the derrick, 
aad being lighted every night for several 
weeks it illuminated the surrounding 
country and attracted crowds of specta- 
tors from far and near. The gas since 
that time has been used instead of coal 
in making steam to drive the oil-pump- 
ing machinery, and one family living 
near the wells have used it for domestic 
fuel and light. Farther than this the 
gas was not utilized until lust Septem- 
ber, whea the Litchfield council gianted 
thn desired franchise to a firm that pro- 
posed to supply the people of the town 
with gas bnth for fuel and light. Now 
there are five miles of main pipe lail, 
through which the gas iu conducted from 
the wells to over 100 houses. In all of 
these it is peed for fuel, and in many of 
them for lighting. After ao experience 
of from two to eix moaths, there is but 
one opinion expressed by those who have 
tested the gae, and that is highly favora- 
ble. It is confidently expected that the 
tmmber of takers will be at least trebled 
before nest winter. Tbe depth of the 
deepest well is about 1400 feet, 


A Change. 


At the tiext regular meeting of the city 


council Campbell & McGinty will apply 
for a license to open a saloon in the Fred 
Pahmeyer room, first door south of the 
entrance to the opera house. Mr. Pah- 
meyer has decided to go out of the retail 
cigar business, and run a wholesale fac- 
tory on the third fljorof the building, 
It is not the intention of Campbell & 
McGinty to open a wholesale liquor 
store, They offered to give 12,000 a year 
for the privilege of selling liquor at Mon- 
tioello, but as that town went anti-license 
at the reoent election, the proposition 
was refused.

Thousands of men throw down im- 
plements and throw aside wages 
much against their calmest judgment 
because a mandate has reached 
them from some outside despot. 
This fact contains the whole essence 
of absenteeism.

one official.

He should be an 
a viser and not a monarch. 
The 


days of despotism should be looked 
upon as ended. 


No Antagonism. 


The Chief of tbe Brotherhood of 


Locomotive Engineers, Mr. Arthur, 
made a speech on Monday to work- 
ingmen of his craft in the city of 
Hartford. Mr Arthur taid: "There 
should be no antagonism between 
capital and labor. There is no oc- 
casion for it. And, though I want 
every laboring man to hold up his 
head and look hie employer squarely 
in the face, I want him to remember 
that capital as well aa labor baa 
rights which we must respect. We 
should strive to bring them closer 
together. 
No man has a right to say 


to another, 'Thon ah alt,' or 'Thon 
ahaltnot,' and in the violation of 
this principle is where the trouble 
lies among the workingmen to day. 
We have no business to say that 
any employer shall employ or shall 
not employ this man. We have no 
right to go to the company and say, 
You must not employ that man. We 
oppose thia way of doing things on 
principle." 
Concerning the eight- 


hour law he says: "If the masses 
want eight hours for a legal day's 
work, give it to them for a fair trial, 
but I fear there are a large number 
of men who will not profit by it. 
Many of those sometimes called 
workingmen do not make good use 
of their time. I balieve in working. 
Since I was 12 years old I have 
worked." 
Then be hits a nail on 


the head, and very hard, by saying: 
''When a man is looking up aa the 
leader of an organization, just as 
sooii as he begins to dabble in poli 
ties then it is time for you to request 
him to resign and pat another man 
in his place. They care for them- 
selves far more than they do for 
those whom they represent."

Mayor Eanan, city officials and citi- 


zens generally, united yesterday and to- 
day in making the stay of the visitors 
from Paris in Decatur interesting and 
enjoyable. They came here to look at the 
Electric Light plant, and they were af- 
forded tvery convenience and conrttsy 
Deoatur ooald offer to satisfy their de- 
sires 
Elegant carriages were placed at 


their disposal day and night, and officials 
were in constant attendance to impart 
any iuformation desired. Paris DBS a 
population of 5,000 to 6,000, and under 
Mayor Baum is developing a spirit of 
enterprise that promises well for the 
future of that pretty city. As scaled yee- 
terday the people there have voted to 
purchase an electric plant at a coeit not 
to exceed 816,000. The original purpose 
was to invest the money in drop lights, 
but the inspection of the Deoatur plant 
rather impressed the visitors with the 
fact that the tower system would be bet- 
ter for Paris, and give more neneral satis- 
faction. 


After dining at the St. Nicholas yester- 


day, the visitors inspected the paved 
streets of the city. They had previously 
visited the Steam Tile factory where they 
saw how the brick were made. Last 
evening Chief Wayne had the paid fire 
department give an exihibition of their 
efficiency on the old square. At the tap 
of the bell the Chemical and Hose teams 
appeared and electrified the visitors by 
their quick work, throwing four streams 
of water to the top of the electric tower— 
126 feet—in lightning time. The exhibi- 
tion was a big success, proving the per- 
fection of the water works system and 
claim of tte fire teams to swiftness. The 
exhibition WBS greatly enjoyed by the 
Parisians, who late in the evening seat 
the firemen a box of cigars as a slight 
token of their appreciation of their work. 
After supper six carriages rolled up in 
front of the hotel, when the party we,'e 
driven to the water works to see the ma- 
chinery in motion, and to learn as far as 
possible by personal observation of the 
Bass engine and working of the two 
dynamos bow the electric current is pro- 
duced. The machinery was a revelation 
to the visitors who felt that the inspec- 
tion of the works alone WBB well worth a 
day's stay in the city. Entering the oar- 
riages again all were driven about the 
city until after 10 o'clock to see how well 
the eight towers of five lights each and 
the 10 drop lights illuminated the town. 
They were all very favorably impressed 
with the tower system, and some were 
extravagant in their praise of the new 
light. 


Soon after the return of the party to 


the hotel, and while they were assembled 
in the parlor, Goodman's band, the pride 
of Decatur, gave the guests of the city a 
complimentary serenade, playing a num- 
ber of their finest selections in their cus- 
tomary finished manner. This was one 
of the farewell fentures of the hospitality 
tendered the Parisians and was higbj/ 
appreciated by the gentlemen. The par- 
lor was crowded. Mayor Baum and At- 
torney Jaquitb, on behalf of Paris, made 
short speeches thanking Deoatur for 
courtesies shown, and Mayor Eanan, 
Aid. Dnrfee and City Attorney Mills 
made appropria'e responses. On, invita- 
tion of Mr. Mills the vieitors called at 
the Decatur Club rooms and spent an 
hour there very pleasantly. 


One of the visitors expressed himself to 


a BBPUBLIOAN reporter this forenoon as 
follows: "Decatur is a much finer city 
than I expected to find, and everywhere 
there is proof of enterprise, thrift and 
pro perity. I have always heard Deoa- 
tur's hospitality highly spoken of, and of 
her entertainment of our party I hardly 
know what to say—you have been gener- 
ous to a fault—not a thing has been left 
undone to make our stay among your 
whole-souled people agreeable. The en- 
tertainment has been simply immense. 
We will always remember IJeoatur grate- 
fully, and Paris will reciprocate cheer- 
fully should Deflator's representatives 
ever visit our city."

THE NEW YORK CROOK. 


SOME OF HIS INGENIOUS METHODS 


OF MAKING A LIVING. 


Attractlie Appearance of Crooks—Where 


They Congregate—A Toy Type-Writer 
Scheme—How a Crook Msulc a Little 
Fortune Out of Editors.

ISTztt' YOHK, May 10.—We hear so much 


about, "burko" nnd the ingenious but simple 
lottery S'-h^me which is, used to extract the 
dollars frnm the pockets of the unwar}' rural 
visitor, thnt we are wont to look upon the 
bunko game as the principal employment of 
the genus crook. 
The fact ia that bunko is 


fast going out of date, and is fast being sup- 
planted by more ingenious and less familiar 
modes of swindling. 
Not long ago I was 


strolling up Park row, when I chanced to 
meet a lawyer somewhat prominent in a cer- 
tain class of criminal cases. 
After a few 


moments' chat I invited him to accompany 
me to the tlintre. 


"No, I have to see a client of mine. 
Come 


•with me and I'll show you a new phase of 
Me. I'll introduce you to the 'crooki'" 


I would say here that the word "crook" i» 


not applied indiscriminately to any one who 
may be "crooked" in his manner of ohtain'ng 
the property of his tellowman, though that 
is undoubtedly the derivation of the term. 
A crook is uot a pickpocket or common 
thief, but a confidence operator, and to be a 
success: ul crook requires good address, a 
quick judgment of human nature, much 
brains and no eud of the coolest, most gentle- 
manly assurance 
The lawyer's invitation 


chimed m with my lazy mood, and, hailing a 
parsing hansom, we were whirled to our 
destination, an unpretentious little barroom 
not far fi om Chatham square 
I followed 


my guide through the front room, or bar, 
which was exactly like hundreds of others in 
the city, into a back, room, quiet and com- 
fortably lurnished. There were perhaps a 
dozen well-dressed young men in the r'jom, 
seated at the tables, reading the papers or 
chatting. I was at once struck by the k ndly 
manners find attractive appearance of these 
young; men, and a few word-, ot nftroduction 
from my legal friend put me on lliy beat of 
terms wilh them all 


"So you are on editor?'1 said one, a bright, 


energetic-looking young fellow, who looksc 
for all the world like a rising young mer- 
chant or bioker. 
"Well, I made quite a 


little pile out of your brethren of the pen last 
summer. 1 was strolling up Fulton street 
one day when 1 chanced to spy one of those 
toy typewriters in a window. 
It was sim- 


ply a wire with an alphabet of rubber letters 
itrung on it and retailed for 81. An idea 
struck me aud I went into the placo and 
made a bargain with the man to buy 100 of 
them for $RO, paid $10 deposit, and took one 
of the machine* home to play \vith. It struck 
me that the average editor considers himself 
partirulaily wall posted and would, there- 
fore, be unwary and good game, I had a lot 
of circulars printed stating that, "The Type- 
writer Exrtmnge and Repairing company" 
made a spec.alty of dealing in second-hand 
typewriters, and that it now had on hand a 
large number of machines more or less 
used, but all in good condition. These I put 
down in three classes, at »35, $40 and $60, re- 
spectively, and wound up with a glowing 
eulogy upon the merits of the typewriter as a 
labor saving device. I took these circulars 
and mailed them to a carefully selected list 
of papers, each with a letter to the editor, 
telling ho\v charmed I was with hi* particu- 
lar paper, liow I appreciated its value as an 
advertising medium, and offering a type 
writer of any of the three classes for half 
cash and half advertising. It was not long 
before the answers began to come in, and 
nine-tenths of the letters contained cash. To 
make a long story short, in less than three 
weeks Isold my 100 typewriters, which cost 
me 60 cents each, at an average of $30aplec«| 
and all to editors. But then now the abusive 
letters began to pour in. They were posi- 
tively tiresome, except one man, who wrote 
that I was an infernal swindler, but that if 
I'd send a circular to the editor of the rival 
paper, in the next town, I'd catch him, and 
the writer would call things square. 
I sent 


the circular and caught the editor." The 
/pang man paused, and one of the company 
broke in v. ith: 


"That is like Bob's old game of advertising 


fine steel engravings of Washington, Frank- 
lin aud Garfield for fifty cents each and send- 
ing one, three and five cent postage stamps 
in reply." 


"Advertising pays," commented a hand- 


some young fellow, with a drawl in bis voice 
and a drooping blonde mustache. 
"Last 


spring I had nothing to do, and only about 
$200 in my pockets. I knew if I stayed in 
Nem York I should blow it in at faro, so I 
decided to take a run up to Poughkeepsie. I 
provided n.yself before going with a lot of 
photographs of good-looking girls and put up 
at the best hotel in the place. 
Then I sent a 


'Personal1 advertisement to a big newspaper 
in New York, Philadelphia and Boston: 
A YOUXG LADY. RECENTLY GRADUATED FROM 
Vnssnr, possessing rtecldetl dramntlc aljlllii, but 
no uion»y, n Islies to meet a liberal, honorable gen- 
tleman, who will assist her In fitting for tbe sUffe.

"The answers came to perfect stacks. I did 


not know there were so many enthusiastic 
patrons of the drama. I carefully selected 
the best and opened a correspondence, I can 
write a lady's hand. 
After I had hooked my 


fish I sent on a photograph. Then I ex- 
plained that I would need from $23 to $100 
to get to New York, Boston or Philadelphia, 
as the case might be, and as I thought my 
victim would stand, and the notes began to 
come in. I cleared over $1,100 in two weeks, 
and concluded to close things up. I wrote to 
my Nen York admirers that I would come 
to town by a certain train, and asked each to 
meet me at the Grand Central depot with a 
red rose in hi, left buttonhole, for identifica- 
tion. As I walked down the platform I was 
greeted by the comical sight of no less than 
forty well-dressed men, with red roses in 
their left buttonholes, each trying to look 
unconcerned and each suspecting all the 
others.'"

"There are hundreds of fellows all over the 
country making good livings out of adver- 
tising the old dodge of 'How to Become 
Rich,' and the public seem to be totally for- 
getful of the fact that if a man knew how to 
get rich he'd do it himself and not waste his 
time and money in advertising." 


The conversation became desultory, and 


the company began to break up, but I had 
heard enough to convince me that there is a 
large class of men, larger than any one sup- 
poses, who devote their time and talents, 
which are of no mean order, to swindling 
their fellow-men. 
New schemes are con- 


stantly being invented and the old ones be- 
ing cast aside. 
As one of the party re- 


marked as I left: 


"About the only safe rule to go by is that 


whenever a man offers you $2 worth for 81 
there is a swindle somewhere." 


His justification of himself and his fellows 


was not without weight: 


"Any man who is willing to buy what he 


supposes to bo an honest $2 worth for $1 
must either suppose that the goods were 
stolen or that the seller is crazy. In either 
case he deserves to be taken in. In the great 
majority of cases the crooks live upon men 
who would be crooks themselves if they had 
the brains or tbe courage."

THE BIRTHPLACE OF SPIRITUALISM. 


Xlie Little House Wherein tlie Rochester 


lluppings Originate'!. 
[Special Correspondence.] 


NEW YORK, May 10 —I met Mrs Margaret 


Fox Kane recently. 
She is the widow ol Dr. 


Kane, the Aictic exploter, and was one of 
the Fox sisters, so much talked of nearly 
forty years 1150 in connection with what was 
called the "Rochester rappiugs." She lives 
in New York, and is still a professional 
medium, though one who apparently takes lit- 
tle pride in her pi ofeasion. Indeed, she doesn't 
hesitate 'osay that she has found it an almost 
intolerable life 
After the death of her hus- 


band she become a member of the church ol 
Rome, and gave up all professional work for 
years. Necessity drove her to it again, and 
she spends her summars in filling engage- 
ments in the smaller towns and her winters 
in giving private and public seances in New 
York. 


tier sister, Katie, who also grew famous 


when she was an infant "on account of the 
rappings, is married and resides in this city, 
and is still a professional medium. 
The 


house where the rappings originated, and 
which h now honored by Spiritualists as the 
"birthplace of modern Spiritualism," is still 
standing, though unoccupied. 
Its owner, 


Artemaa W Hyde, a respected and wealthy 
citizen and stanch believer in the spiritual 
faith, keeps it as a historic treasure. It 
bears this inscription: "Here Spiritualism 
originated in 1843." It is not, as is generally 
supposed, in Rochester, but in Hydesville, a 
small village, thirty miles from Rochester, 
this stiite. The accompanying picture is an 
accuiate representation of this famous house.

world has been treated to for the last 
thirty-eight years.

"Rochester Knockings' traveled and was 
much discussed. 
Newspapers containing 


accounts of those stiange noises, supposed 
to come from denizens of a fleshless world, 
wers borrowed and thumbel until com- 
pletely worn out 
Country folk talked won- 


dermgly of them in their quiet homes, 
and mnn with a reputation for learn- 
ing took them up as a subject to hang some 
of their conversational 
and presumably 


logical acquirements on. 


Mrs. Kane talked of the days when the 


rappings began, somewhat reluctantly. 
The 


whole subject se?ms to be distasteful to her, 
and rloulitless she has suffered much from 
curiosity and impudence of the public. 


"We were mere babies,1' she said, "Katie 


and I, when the raps began to be heard near 
us. One of our neighbors who was much in- 
terested in them, used to cany me in his 
arms until I went to sleep and the raps 
would go on all the same. They rmde nu- 
merous expei iments -siith us to find out 
whether ^ e made the noises. TThen they 
took us both out of a room no more raps 
were hoaid theie; but when they took one of 
us only raps would be heard near each of 
us"

TH« SERMON. 
The Savior, about to return to .the Father, 
bude tbe disciples go into all nations and 
preach the gospel to every creature ; "teach- 
ing them to observe all things whatsoever I 
have commanded," said be. 
As they bad no Hoe printing presses in those 
days, people as a rule oould learu "the things 
which Christ had commanded them" only 
from the lips of living teachers 
To-day, how- 
ever, the printed page often answers the same 
purpose. Men can teach the gospel to people 
whom they have never seon by sending to 
them the printed Word. Our reason assents 
to this : our experience confirms it. We, 
therefore, as obedient children of our loving 
Father, are to join hands In circulating the 
scriptures that we may yield obedience to the 
Risen Redeemer's command to his disciples— 
"preach tbe gospel to every creature." 
If our univurs il Yankee nature then inter- 
poses to demand, Why should we do this? it 
ought to be sufficient to answer: God has 
commanded It. But further answer is ready 
In the Word ltself-"it is the power of God 
unto salvation to everyone that believeth." 
"It is the power of God." A wonderful power 
is that I What can it not do 1 What does It 
not do? Something of what it does do we can 
answer from scripture. The Word— "the 
pow- 
er of God"— tells of God "Search the scrip- 
tures," said the Savior ; "they are they which 
testify of me."— John v:39. 
It purifies the souls of men. TheSaviorsaid 
to the disciples' "Now are ye clean through 
the Word which I have spoken unto you. - 
Johnxz:3. 
Peter wrote, saying. Ye have purified your 
souls in obeying the Truth 
It sanctities too lire of men. 
The Savior, praying the Fatber for apostles, 
(John xviii:17) said: "Sanctify them tarough 
thy Truth; thy Word is Truth," 
It helps to perfect men. 
"All scripture is given by inspiration of God, 
and is profitable for reproof, &c.; that tbe man 
of God may be perfect, thoroughly furnished 
unto all good works.— I Tim. 111:18-17. 
Through it men are born again. 
James says (1:13): "Of his own will begat he 
us with tha Word of Truth " 
I Peter, i:2S: "Being born again, not of cor- 
ruptible seed, but of incorruptible, by the 
Word of God." 
Paul (I Or. iv, 15): "For though ye have ten 
thousand instructor, * * yet * * I have 
begotten you through the gospel 
James, 1:21 : "Beceive with meekness the 
engratted Word, wfllch is able to save your 
souls " 
The Savior said (John vi.83,: "The words that 
I speak unto you, they are spirit, and they are 
life. 
Hence, because this Word is the power of 
God ; because it tells of God, purlnesthe souls 
ot men, sanctifies them, and helps to perfect 
them; and because by and through it men are 
born again, are we enjoined to "preach the 
gospel 10 evary creature." God's love desire? 
the well-being of every soul ; and He. tho lov- 
ing all-Father, desires that we. as his faithful 
children, should give to men hese leaves, 
which are for the hauling of the nations, that 
men thus may be blessed fo time and for 
eternity. 
But here the doubting soul starls the ques- 
tion, "Does God's word thus blesf men? floes 
It make men free indeed? Does it sanctify 
them? Does it set up a kingdom of God on 
the earth, and is it really the means whereby 
the powers of darkness are overcome?" Here, 
too, the High-Priest of unbeliel steps in with 
his mockery and his sneers — as he has done in 
all the ages since that first sad scene in the 
garden -and persuades men to doubt and to 
deny tbe declarations which the Holy Ghost 
has made to us through tbe holy men of old, 
whom be moved to pen the Divine Will for 
our guidance, Nay, at t he rate of 8500 a night, 
he stands up In public and persuades men to 
put out tbe tongue at the Almighty and to 
laugh atttie "Mistakes of Moses." 
And some who are not very high priests imi- 
tate his methods and copy his manaers. C'im- 
ing from the Bast not long since over the Wa- 
bash, a well-dressed, genteel-looking young 
man found a seat next behind me on the train 
and was soon discussing Sam Jones and the 
Bible with two young ladies who occupied a 
seat f ac ng him. He was loud in efforts to 
show the silliness of both. "These things may 
do," said he, "for folks who have lived in the 
country and who have had little else to do 
than to read their Bibles and attend church: 
but men raised In cities, and who get around 
to see the world, can't be caugbt with such 
chaff. They 're too wise for it. The more In- 
telligent men become, the less they believe fn 
the Bible." And that's the cry of thousands 
of others. They 're "too wise for it." They 
themselves could make a better book than 
tbe Bible, they say. 
As I hear them I think of the old "Father of 
Modern Philosophy," "a prodigy of Intellect, 
regarded,' say&Lord Macaulay, "as one of the 
few giants in Intellect which tbe ages have 
produced, and whose mission It was to lay 
bare the errors of thought of which the ages 
had been guilty." I think of this man saying 
to the world, "There never was found in any 
age, either phllosnpby, or seot, or law, or dis- 
cipline, which did so highly exalt the public 
good as the Christian faith— (tbe essence and 
the product of Bible teachings) ; a 1 ttle phi- 
losophy incllneth man's mind to atheism, but 
depth In philosophy bringetb men's minds 
about to religion." This mental giant says 
that "what is true may be found In the Bible ; 
what is contrary to truth is there condemned 
Divine revelation Is the most precious source 
of human knowledge " 
And as I think of this old master who laid 
bare the roots of false thinking. I think also 
of tbe dapper-looking, well-oiled and sweetly- 
scented young scoffer, and I want to s*y to 
him: "Please, sir; stand up beside this tried 
old philosopher (Locke) and allow us to get 
your measure. Ttie world know s Us size ; but 
it doesn't know yours, and it persists in ask- 
ing, 'Who are you, sir, that you judge and 
pronounce so differently from this most com- 
petent old master?' And while you stand 
there, excuse me if T say that, to me at least, 
your light beside his seems like a tallow dip 
beside the s n." 
While we have the young scoffer on the 
Boor let us tase advantage of that ta tto meas- 
ure him by other men who have all faith In 
the Bible, anJ whose size the world has taken 
years ago Let us call Bacon, Isaac Newton, 
Buler, the prince oi mathematicians, iirskine, 
Matthew Hale, Gladstone, Bismarck, Emperor 
William, Washington, Daniel Webster, Shak- 
speare, Milton, Macaulay, Bryant; Justices 
Blaokstone, Kent, Story, with Queen Victoria, 
and the physicians Boerhave, Meade. Pother- 
Kill and with Copernicus, Pasceil, Leibnllz, 
Cuvier, Faraday, Hersohel, Agassis, &c.,&c., 
and stand them beside this wiseac '-e In his own 
conceit 
As tbat young man stands beside 
these intellectual gianis in all departments of 
learning, and from whom he is distant in opin- 
ions of the Bible's worth as one pole is distant 
from the other, we want to say to him; "Well, 
honestly now, how do you think you look when 
set up beside these believers in the Bible? 
How do you think the world thinks as to the 
comparative intelligence of tbe two parties ? 
Don't go back on your record and be too diffi- 
dent to let us hear frem you! Speak out, 


there until we read to 


nim Charles Dickens' letter to his ion, u fol- 


lows : "I put a New Testament among your 
books for the very same reasons that made me 
write an easy account of it for you when you 
were a little child— because it is the very best 
book that ever was or ever will be known i i 
the world, anl because It teaches you the best 
lessons by which any human creature who 
tries to be truthful and faithful to duty, can 
possibly be guided." 
There, young man, is another hole into your 
gas-bag, made by a man who, to say the least, 
was not wildly religious— at least, not as men 
generally think of religion. The wind is about 
out of your sails, isn't It? There's great dif- 
ference of opinion between you and Mr. Dick- 
ens, and you'll have to settle with the world 
as to which he or you ia most Intelligent. 
Some suon men are such bouncing oags of 
conceit that I suppose they would suffer noth- 
ing, in their own estimation, from such a mea- 
surementof size and strength. All the intel- 
lectual giants of earth might join Bacon in 
declaring that -Divine revelation is the most 
precious source of human knowledge." They 
would say "It's not so," and then stand in 
professed amazement at the men who will not 
allow their ijm dteito to settle the matier once 
and forever. 


Let us now ask of the race's experience 
what value we ought to attach to the Bible 
judging It by the lot uences which it seems to 
exert over men and communities where its 
teachings are accepted and practiced. "The 
tree is judged by its fruits." 
Experience teaches that Bible teachings put 
down crime. 


In the early ages of the Christian church, 
before the heathen court*, whither they were 
dragged by persecutors, a bold apologist said 
to tBe judges, "We oonfldentiy appeafto your 
own records, which make distinct enumera- 
tion of tbe crimes of those who are brought 
before you. Out of so great a multitude as 
•re there recorded, what murderer, what thief, 
what corrupter of youth, what purloiner, is 
described a* also a Christian? They are men 
of your own party who nil «our prisons " 
Ana tha appeal stands to this day. To the 
extent that th» Bible is circulated, its spirit 
imbibed by men, and Its truth practiced; to 
that extent does crime die away, because Its 
spirit is rooted out. Bring men everywhere 
under the guidance of tbe spirit of the New 
Testament, snd you may dlesolve your crim- 
inal court! look up your jails and peniten- 
tiaries, discharge your executioners, detect- 
ives and police, and cancel all orders for looks, 
bolts and bars. I am not speaking wildly. I 
•in not dealing in bold assertion, unsupported 
by fact. I am not using iptc dtxitt for proofs 
A few years ago the Barl of ahaftabury ap- 
pealed to the people of London in behalf of 
their city missions, saying that his life's expe- 
rience had taught htm that should tbey dis- 
charge their faur hundred city missionaries. 
they would be obliged to employ four thous- 
and more city police. 
The Kngllsh governor at Natal said tbat for 
the preservation of peace among bis subjects 
one missionary was worth more than a regi- 
ment of soldiers. Sir Peregrine Malt I and tos- 
tlltefl to the same thing among tbe Zulus of 
South Africa, and proved his faith by himself 
upportlng the missionary tuere. 
In the north of Europe there is a large pen- 
insula inhabited by tee descendants of the 
olden-time tea-kings, who onoe kept Southern 
Europe in terror for hundreds of years be- 
cause of their utter disregard o ! meum and 
tuum. and their delight in war and riot. But 
the Bible was put Into their hands. During 
tne later epochs, Us truths have been taught 
for at least one hour each day In their schools 
(and they have schools everywhere) as well as 
in their churches. Perhaps no other known 
people made suob general and persistent use 
of It as they. And travellers like Du Challlu, 
and statesmen like 8. 8. Cox, and divines like 
Drs. John Hall and Phl'ip Sohaff, and statisti- 
cians like Baron Eolb, testify tbat, according 
to population, no other people are so geiier* 
ally educated: and no otber to-day have so 
few crimes and criminals, so few and oomrar- 
atively empty prisons, so little need ot deteo 
lives amJ police; and nowhere else are life 
and property so safe, as among these falr- 
baired descendants of old Vikings in Iceland, 
Norway and Sweden, who, in their universally 
diffused system of education, use the Bible 
one hour eaob day as a divine power to form 
the morals and tbe manners of the rising gen- 
erations. 


And what does jour own experience teacb 
in regard to these things) Go to your police 
stations, and Into your criminal courts; see 
the men wh . are lodged there, charged with 
riot, th«ft, robbery, assault, incendiarism, 
murder, &c., and Is it not irue tbat, as a rule 
they belong to the clam who have no faith in 
tbe Bible— at least no such faith ae makes it a 
rule of life, and who can say, " We are 
-- 
-- 
In belief?" I, therefore, repeat that 
human experience establishes the fact that 
tbe Bible spirit exoroisea the spirit of crime; 
and that we should aid in glvaig a Bible to 
every creature, to protect ourselves and the 
state against all forms of violence, and to do 
away with all the costly machinery which oth- 
erwise is necessary to this end, 


A« orina decreases, value ts given to life 
and property. What was real estate worth, 
think you, in Sodom and Gomorrah in the 
days when men had rejected God's word, and 
the Almighty was ready to wipe out their vile- 
ness with flre and brimstone from heaven? 
What Is It worth to-day in some of the fron- 
tier towns of the West, where men will give 
no heed to God's word, or to any teachings of 
the Bible spirit? I have been in such places 
there In wbich about two years' rental of 
property would buy and pay for it 
Churches and ministers are of value chiefly 
as they are means through wbicb the Dlble 


chapter to tbe Bible, the cburoh, and the min- 
istry, as related to the financial prosperity of 
the community. He says: "Looking at the 
matter merely from a money standpoint, there 
Is no profession that brings so much actual 
wealth to a community as the ministry." He 
tb»n tells of one whom be styles a shrewd ope- 
rator in western lands, and wbo has amassed 
millions in bis business; who always reserved 
lands in his new villages and cities for church- 
es, and iv nan be could get no denomination to 
bulic a church, had it put up at his own ex- 
cense, en a paying Investment. And tbe lead- 
ing railw y companion of the new West give 
from one to half a dozen lots In their new 
town* to any people wbo will erect a church 
and keep a clergyman there. 
Hobert Chalmers tells of a man largely In- 
terested in real estate in Briklnbead, opposite 
Liverpool. To make the place popular, and 
thus enhance tbe value of his property, he 
went to a popular preacher of Liverpool nod 
offered him £2,<jOO (or 110,000) H year if he 
would (o over to Blrkenbead. When tbe offer 
was declined, be expressed to a friend hl-i re- 
gret, saying: "If I oould have got that preach- 
er, it would have been worth three snlllUgi 
a foot to all tho new streets." 
Keenest observers and shrewdest dealers 
Join Artemas Ward, when heaays: "Ibleeve 
in meetln' bouses. Show me a place where 
tbere isn't any meetln' houses, and where 
preachers is never seen, and I'll show you a 
place where old bats arn stuffed into broken 
window); where tbe children are d rty and 
ragged; where gates have no hinges: wbere 
the women are slipshod, and where mapi o 
tbe devil s wild land are paintfd upon men's 
shirt bosoms. That's what I'll show you. Let 
us consider wb«t the preachers do for ua be- 
lore we abuse 'em." 
We should circulate tbe B !ble, then, because 
it roots out tbe spirit of crime, and thut pow- 
erfully and surely promotes prosperity, gives 
value to life and property. 
Again: Tbe whole fabric o! our government 
is built upon the fundamental principles tbac 
mora ity and religion are necessary to good 
covernmgnt and to tbe happiness of mankind. 
Our fathers 
planted 
themselves on this 
ground: they termed 
II their sute constitu- 
tions on ibis Idea; they moulded all ttwlr In- 
stitution! in nooord with It. 
And tbe lessons taught by tha experience of 
the race declare tbat they were right, that 
they had, liko wise men, read aright the teach- 
ings of unbiased reason as well as tbose of our 
race-history, and had thus planted themselves 
on the only foundation for stable and just 
government. All the colonial charters recog- 
nized these truths and built up their social 
and state institutions in accord with them. 
They made the teuchic/g of Bible truths the 
great end of instruction ; they trained their 
children In them from tbe cradle up. and tbey 
insisted that men and wrmen should know 
and obey them. They fiund in religion not 
only tbe means and the f tilrit of aah atlon, but 
tbey found that that 3f .vation was begun on 
this earth and saved --jen from doing sinful 
works, and the sta*' trom suffering their sin- 
ful deeds. 
These facts were recognized not only m col- 
onial times but also in the beginning of our 
career as a nation In 1787 the general gov- 
ernment passed an ordinance for the govern- 
ment of the northwest territories. In that 
si ate paper a compact was entered into be- 
tween the government and the people of the 
territory, and the articles of that compact 
were to remain "forever unalterable, unless 
by common consent " 
The preamble declared that the object of 
the compact was "To extend the fundamental 
principles of civil and religious liberty which 
form the basis on which are erected the laws 
and constitutions of all Republic'; and to fix 
and establish those principles as the basis of 
all laws, constitutlonsand governments wbich 
forever hereafter shall be formed in said terri- 
tory." 
The third article of tbat compact, which it is 
said reappears in the constitutions of all the 
states of the Northwest, is in such most signifi - 
cant words as these : 
' Rthgion, morality and knottleige being nec- 
etsary to good government- and tte happineu of 


mankind, schools and the means of education 
shall be forever encouraged." 
Piease note, this is the language of no sect, 
or fanatic, or theorist; butof solemn, national, 
fundamental American law. 
The best and greatest minds our ont'ion has 
known testify to tho same effect. We know 
no grander or worthier man than George Wash- 
ington 
In his farewell address he said: "It 


Is impossible to govern any people without 
tlie idea of God; and it is the duty of all na- 
tlnns to acknowledge His Providence, to obey 
his will," etc. "While lust go\ erumeut pro- 
tei ts all in their religious rights, true rfllglon 
attprds government Its surest support. 
One who but lately loft the PieblJential 


chair said: "Hold fast to the Bible 83 the 
sheet-anchor ot you liberties. To this book 
ne are indebted for all the progress.made in 
tiue oivlllzatioi; and lo this n-emust look for 
oui- guide in the future.' 
i wool the greatest secretaries o£ state we 
have known in these latter days bave-sald: 
Ibe whule hope ot human progress is SUB- 
P1"";led on the ever-growing influence of tho 
iilOiS. 


"Une might as well expect our land to keep 
its climate, its fertility, its salubrity and Ita 
bunny, were the globe loosened from the law 
winch holds it in an orbit where we fell the 
tempered radiance of thesun as to oountupon 
tlit preservation of the delight and tne glories 
of liberty for a people out loose from re- 
ligi n." 
uaniel Webster, the greatest constitutional 
law er our nation has known, bos left it on 
public record as his flrm convlctiou that God 
brings men and nations to account for their 
works, and that Christianity is a part ot tbe 
common law of tbe land. (If a part of law, 
ttl' men ought to know its facts and doctrines.) 
Great judges—masters among the jurists of 
tbe land-like Kent and Story, reiterate Web- 
ster s faith and grant the justness of his ol»im. 
And almost without exception, tbe great 
m u of our nation—they who have left their 
at amp on the thought of the age and who have 
helped sbape our Institutions— have been men 
ot the same convictions, and who have been 
neither afraid nor ashamed to give utterance 
to their convictions on allsultableoccasions. 
They united with the old compact of 1787 and 
declared that "Religion, morality find knowl- 
edge are necessary to good government and 
the happiness of mankind." 
We have prov.sions of state laws innumera- 
ble which hint at the same faltb. Tbey ex- 
empt family Bibles from execution; they pro- 
vide that each apprentice shall be provided 
witb one; they require that a Bible shall De ic 
the hands of every inmate of a jail, peniten- 
tiary and reformatory institution; that tbe 
balls of legislation and courts of justice shall 
be supplied with copies of the Bible; appoint 
Christian chaplains in the public service, Jcc. 
All is done at public expense for public good. 
In Europe it is the same. The greatest Empe- 
rors tbat Er gland has known, Charlemagne 
and Alfred tbe Great, said they could think of 
nothing better to do than to adopt Into their 
civil codes the laws of the Bible. History tells 
that Alfred the Great took Exodus xx-xxili as 
tbe basis of his English law. In these latter 
days of England, Lord Ersklne, the statesman 
and the orator, said . "The whole judicial 
fabric, from the King's sovereign authority to 
the lowest office of mauistraoy has no other 
foundation. The cbristlon religion Is the very 
foundation of the law of the land." 
And when the Ebon Prince came trom tho 
E ist and asked of Victoria the secret of Bag- 
land's grandeur, she gave him a Bible, saying, 
"There is the key to our su 'cess " 
In France, one ot tier greatest rulers de- 


cla. ed: "I have sincerely defended tba Chris- 
tian tellgiouas of the utmost Importance to 
thu grandeur of France, to judicious liberty, 
ai-d to society itself." 
Tbe darkest hour, as I suppose, tbat ever 
civilized Prance baa known, was tbat of tbe 
revolution of'88, when the blood 01 her citi- 
zens flowed like water, and the bodies of her 
murdered men and women datnmiid tbe waters 
of the Loire. That was the bour wben an 
Bavllsh committee went f rum Loo dr.n to Pana 
to study the trouble, and searched tbe rhopg 
and book stores of tbe French capital 'our 
days before they found a smvle copy of tbe 
Bible. Doing away with Bible teachings, ber 
iUurcinaM, (who boasted, say.ng,"We Uvbt tbe 
wor d,") did away with their most powerful 
protections from crime: and, as a conse- 
quence, the people suffered such horrors, 
through tbe fruitlnga of tbe evil heart of un- 
belief, as no pen of man can describe 


', me of tbe Brit acts ot the politic Napoleon. 
"to restore order la the itate and infamllies," 
said he, "and to satisfy ihe wants of man," 
was to give God's word again to the nation, 
and to restore religion to the place from 
wbich infidelity bod driven her. 
Hence, as the Uanoi and tbe Hollander 
throw up great dykes to protect themselves 
(igiUuBt destructive encroachments of tbe sea; 
su we, as wise citizens of a great nation, must 
ever diligently circulate ttod's word to pro- 
tect ourselves from the destructive Hoods of 
unbelief which, otherwise, must flow In over 
us and bury us In tbelr slime and fll'h. 
As tbe spirit of crime loses strength,and life 
and property become safe and valuable, com- 
munities possessed of the Bible advance in all 
tbe things tbat are "true, pure, lovely, and 
of good report." Instead of remaining sta- 
tionary, or falling back in the march of olvl- 
hzAtlon, Bible lands move onward, posseaaed 
of a divine power that sets them in tbe front 
rank of tbe great nations of the earth. Tbey 
become tbe leadersof the world. Look at the 
nations of to-day. Take up rour map; mark 
off the lands In wbloh tbe Bible li freely cir- 
culated ; and is It not true that you thus mark 
off the leading nations of tbe earth? the peo- 
ple who lead In art and science; In philos- 
ophy and literature; In invention and discov- 
ery; 
in commerce and agriculture; and 
especially In humanity and benevolence? Tbe 
lands in wblcb men have the most perfect lib- 
erty the best government, suffer least from 
crime, and develop the highest type of olviil- 
z ition? Is U not true teat Bible lands bold 
tae world at tbeir will, and tbat the leaders 
mong these leaders are tbey who most nearly 
hold tbe Bible in it* entirety and purity, and 
who make tbe most use of It In moulding tbe 
lives of their people? 
Such, tben, are some of tbe reasons why we 
sUould aid in circulating tbe Bible. We thus 
obuy the command, "Preach tbe gospel to 
pvery creature." We thus become co-work- 
e rs with God to give to men "a power of God 
tbat is unto salvation;" tbat tells of God; that 
purifies tbe soul, sanctifies man, belps to per- 
fect men, and by wblob men are born again. 
Acting thus, we are In harmony with the 
giant minds of the Christian ages, who unite 
lu declaring tbat "Divine revelation is tbe 
most precious source of all knowledge. 
We ibui use for our own benefit tbe lessons 
taught by history and by experience wbich 
declare that tbe Bible spirit exorcises crime, 
as ts testified by men like tbe Karl of Sbafti- 
bury, tbe governor of Natal, great nations, 
and our own experience. 
We thus give value to life and property, as 
proved by tbe work of tbe Harpers, specu- 
lators In the west, and In Blrkenbead, En- 
gland, and by railroad companies In tbe new 
west. 
We thui belp direct our free Institutions In 
tbe spirit In which tbey were shaped, as shown 
by the colonial charters, tbe constitutions of 
our states, suob constitutional lawyer* ai 
Webster, and sucb j uristi BI Kent and Story, 
and bv leading itateimen without number.

The Storm at Xaniu City. 


LEAVENWORTH, May 12.—Shortly after 


eleven o'clock yesterday morning a ter- 
'rlble wind and rain-storm struck Kansas 
City and caused great Joss of life and 
property.
